3. STATEMENTS FOLLOWED BY CO-CHAIRMEN MACEACHEN AND 
PEREZ GUERRERO. BOTH PLEDGED FULL SUPPORT IN CARRYING 
OUT OBJECTIVES OF CONFERENCE. PEREZ GUERRERO MADE

FOR OVERALL APPROACH TO COMMODITIES. CALLAGHAN 
OPENED BY STATING THAT UK ACCEPTS BEING REPRESENTED 
AS PART OF EC SINCE ENERGY PROBLEM IS MULTILATERAL,
